Town  Meeting  opened  at  7:00  P.M.  at  Monadnock  Regional  High  School  on  Tues- 
day the  8th  day  of  March.  Actual  discussion  of  the  articles  was  delayed  until  7:30 
P.M.  in  order  to  allow  voters  to  proceed  through  the  polls  before  taking  up  the  ar- 
ticles. 

A  short  skit  was  enacted  by  Stacey  Cole  and  Ann  Robinson  in  promotion  of  the 
Celebration  of  the  250th  Anniversary  to  take  place  July  22,  23,  24. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  raise  $179,000.00  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Town  Charges  as  follows: 

Town  Officers'  Salaries  $68,500.00 

Town  Officers' Expenses  23,000.00 

Election  Expenses  2,000.00 

Whitcomb  Hall  Expenses  3,500.00 

Town  Hall  Expenses  6,000.00

Legal  Expense  7,000.00 

$179,000.00 

Article  3.  It  was  voted  by  ballot  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171 A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relative  to  the  playing  games  of  Beano  in  this  town  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  292  of  the  Sessions  Laws  of  1949. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the 
current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town, 
negotiable  notes  therefor,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  year. 

Article  5.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  to  defray  in- 
terest charges  on  temporary  loans  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,240.94,  the  State  to 
give  $8,272.94  for  TRA  roads,  so-called. 

Article  7.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $230,000.00  for  the  ex- 
penses of  maintaining  the  highways  and  bridges  and  use  an  estimated  $24,232.72 
State  Aid  and  to  reduce  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  to  $205,767.28. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  estimated  sum  of  $15,625.87  from  the  new 
highway  aid  program  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Said  funds  to  be  expended  for 
the  purpose  of  construction  or  reconstruction  on  Class  IV  and  V  Highways  as  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  change  the  name  of  the  Highway  Heavy  Equipment  Fund 
to  the  Highway  and  Cemetery  Equipment  Fund. 

Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $17,000.00  to  add  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  replacement  of  heavy  highway  maintenance  equip- 
ment. 

Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  for  the 
operation  of  the  Refuse  Disposal  Facilities. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  levy  reasonable  charges  to 
commercial  haulers  for  the  disposal  of  burnable  waste  and  automobile  tires. 
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Article  13.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $39,500.00  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Police  Dept.  $6,500.00  of  this  sum  to  come  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  established  under  the  provision  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 
The  balance  of  $33,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  14.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  to  establish  a 
Captial  Reserve  Fund  for  replacement  of  the  police  cruiser. 

Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  continue  the  solid  waste  study  committee  for  the  1983 
year  and  raise  $1,000.00  for  their  continued  studies. 

Article  16.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  Civil 
Defense. 

Article  17.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $46,000.00  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $5,000.00  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance  of  $41,000.00  to  be  raised 
by  taxation. 

Article  18.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  add  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  replacing  of  Swanzey  Fire  Trucks. 

Article  19.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $45,000.00  for  Town 
Poor  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $6,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  with  the  balance  of  $39,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  20.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  for  Old  Age 
Assistance. 

Article  21.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,550.00  for  the 
Swanzey  District  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  in  order  that  the  Association  may  purchase 
nursing  services  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $6,000.00 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance  of  $5,550.00  to  be  raised 
by  taxation. 

Article  22.  It  was  voted  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Keene  to  provide 
emergency  ambulance  service  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $18,500.00  for  standby 
service. 

Article  23.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,589.50  to  support  the 
services  of  the  Community  Mental  Health  Clinic  of  the  Monadnock  Family  and 
Mental  Health  Service,  said  services  operating  under  the  provisions  of  the  Com- 
munity Mental  Health  Services  Act  of  New  Hampshire  with  State  Grant-in-Aid. 

Article  24.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $17,250.00  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Swanzey  Libraries:  $5,500.00  for  the  Stratton  Free  Library  and 
$11,750.00  for  the  Mt.  Caesar  Union  Library,  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$4,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance  of 
$13,250.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  25.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  add  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  for  future  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Mt. 
Caesar  Union  Library. 


Article  26.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,982.00  as  the  Town's 
share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission. 

Article  27.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,500.00  for  the 
upkeep  of  cemeteries  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Agent. 

Article  28.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,025.00  (45  hydrants 
at  $45.00  each)  same  to  be  paid  to  North  Swanzey  Water  and  Fire  Precinct  for 
hydrant  service  furnished  in  that  part  of  town. 

Article  29.  It  was  voted  to  have  a  street  light  placed  on  the  last  telephone  pole, 
numbered  19-5-6  on  Prospect  St.  in  West  Swanzey. 

Article  30.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  for  street 
lighting. 

Article  31.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 9,000.00  for  parks  and 
playgrounds  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance  of  $15,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  32.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500.00  (to  be  added 
to  the  $400.00  plus  interest  from  the  Old  Home  Day  Fund  established  in  1982)  for 
Old  Home  Day  which  is  our  250th  anniversary. 

Article  33.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $650.00  for  Memorial 
Day. 

Article  34.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  Monad- 
nock  Regional  Association  for  Southwestern  New  Hampshire. 

Article  35.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,895.00,  principal 
and  interest,  to  pay  the  State's  share  of  the  bond  issue  for  the  West  Swanzey  Sewage 
System,  the  State  to  reimburse  the  Town  $35,874.00,  principal  and  interest  on  this 
bond. 

Article  36.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $45,207.00  principal  and  interest 
for  FHA  Bond  Issue  covering  the  Town's  share  of  the  West  Swanzey  Sewage 
System. 

Article  37.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $15,000.00  to  pay  on  the  principal 
and  $1,395.00  to  pay  on  the  interest  of  the  West  Swanzey  Bridge  Bond  issue. 

Article  38.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $32,600.00  for  the 
operation  of  the  West  Swanzey  Treatment  facility  for  1983. 

Article  39.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  at  Public  Auction  any  tax 
deeded  property  owned  or  received  by  the  Town. 

Article  40.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend 
without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other 
governmental  unit,  or  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  as 
noted  in  RSA  31,  as  amended. 

Article  41.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  support 
of  the  Grand  Monadnock  Arts  Council. 

Article  42.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $45,000.00  for  the  repairs  of  the 
Sawyers  Crossing  Bridge.  The  State  to  give  $30,000.00,  the  Town  to  raise  $10,000.00 
from  taxation,  the  balance  to  be  taken  from  the  Captial  Reserve  raised  in  1982  for 
this  purpose. 
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Article  43.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  engineer- 
ing and  repairs  to  the  upper  dam  at  North  Swanzey. 

Article  44.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Highway  Captial  Reserve 

Funds,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $13,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  1  ton  dump  truck  and 

plow  for  the  highway  and  cemetery  departments.

Article  45.  This  article  relative  to  reappraisal  of  all  real  estate  in  the  Town  of 

Swanzey  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  46.  This  article  relative  to  creation  of  a  Public  Works  Commission  was  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  47.  It  was  voted  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate  action  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environ- 
ment and  the  economy  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  and  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  people  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire. 

Article  48.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  gift  of  land  from  The  Homestead  Woolen 
Mills,  Inc.  Said  land,  adjacent  to  the  West  Swanzey  Fire  Station,  to  be  used  for 
future  additions  to  the  Fire  Station. 

Article  49.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  upon  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Wards,  to  expend  as  much  or  all  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks,  as  they  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  for 
the  replacement  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  Swanzey  Fire  Trucks.  And  further  amend 
Article  49  to  allow  the  expenditure  of  the  balance  of  the  $10,000.00  appropriated  in 
1977  from  said  fund,  for  the  purchase  of  tank  and  pump  for  the  Mack  Truck,  for 
the  purchase  of  the  necessary  fixtures  and  fittings  to  complete  the  truck  for  service. 

Article  50.  This  article  relative  to  the  cost  of  burials  in  Swanzey  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  51.  This  article  relative  to  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  in  the  Town  was  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  52.  It  was  voted  to  accept,  as  a  gift,  the  Snelling  property  on  Route  10  adja- 
cent to  Brown  Field.  The  Town  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  federal  funds  from 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  funds  or  other  federal  funds.  The  project  will  be 
contingent  on  receipt  of  federal  funding  for  one  half  of  the  cost  of  the  property,  the 
other  half  to  be  a  gift  to  the  Town.

No.  4  —  Subdivisions  allowing  mobile  homes  may  be  allowed  in 
the  General  Zone  if  they  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Swanzey  Subdivision  Regulations. 

6.  Amend  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Map  by: 

Extending  the  Business  District  on  the  South  side  of  Flat  Roof 
Mill  Road  Southwest  to  the  Public  Service  right  of  way.  (To  be 
voted  on  by  ballot)

Librarian's  Report 

"As  long  as  the  United  States  remains  free  and  independent,  the  boys  of  the 
neighborhood  shall  have  the  right,  unmolested,  to  ring  the  bell  on  each  succeeding 
Fourth  of  July."  So  says  the  deed  to  the  Library  Association  from  George 
Carpenter.  The  annual  ringing  of  the  Library's  bell  on  the  4th  of  July  has  become  a 
tradition,  and  in  1983,  more  than  45  persons  "gave  a  pull"  celebrating  our  in- 
dependence. Many  remained  to  see  the  film,  "Johnny  Tremain."  Celebrating  the 
Town's  250th  Anniversary,  the  bell  again  peeled  to  start  and  close  the  parade. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  featured  the  theme  "Traveling  Through  Time 
in  Swanzey"  beginning  with  the  Indians  to  the  present  day.  In  keeping  with  the 
250th  Celebration,  pictures  and  memorabilia  of  early  Swanzey  were  exhibited  in  the 
display  cases.  Some  of  the  pictures  were  loaned  by  Edward  Calkins  of  West 
Swanzey;  others  came  from  the  Antiquarian  collection.  For  comparison  between  the 
early  days  and  today,  pictures,  taken  by  David  Parsons,  of  today's  places  also  were 
shown.  Mr.  Calkins  also  loaned  an  album  of  picture  postcards  about  Swanzey. 

Again  there  was  an  exhibit  at  the  Cheshire  Fair.  It  was  created  by  Hazel  Fuller, 
won  a  blue  ribbon  and  featured  a  version  of  the  250th  Anniversary.  Other  activities 
included  story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  during  the  summer  and  holidays.  Libraries 
mean  books  and  more  than  450  were  added  to  the  collection.  These  included  several 
memorial  gifts,  substantial  donations  of  children's,  adult  fiction  and  non-fiction 
books  as  well  as  monthly  acquisitions  of  books  newly  published.  Some  statistics 
showing  the  use  of  the  library.  Borrowed  were:  17,902  books,  1173  magazines;  327 
puzzles;  plus  records,  pamphlets,  films,  film-strips  and  cassette  tapes.  164  additional 
registrations  of  residents  using  the  library  were  recorded.  The  staff  answered  631 
reference  questions,  and  more  than  7500  persons  came  into  the  library. 

Three  years  ago  a  Support  Fund  was  established  to  which  many  individuals, 
organizations  and  businesses  have  contributed  on  an  annual  basis.  These  gifts  are 
appreciated  very  much  as  they  make  it  possible  to  provide  additional  library 
materials  and  services,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  building  and  grounds, 
and  also  needed  insulation,  items  not  possible  otherwise.  In  1983,  a  new  group  was 
formed,  called  "Friends  of  the  Library,"  and  it  has  sponsored  a  very  successful 
Book  Sale  to  benefit  the  Library.  These  "Friends"  also  are  volunteering  time  to 
work  weekly  in  the  library,  typing,  staffing  the  desk,  or  whatever  else  needs  to  be 
done.  We  are  grateful  for  this  help  to  further  the  library's  services  to  the  community. 

The  library  is  open  30  hours  on  four  days  a  week.  The  hours  are: 
Monday  and  Wednesday:  1:00-5:00  PM;  6:30-9:00  PM 

Tuesday  and  Thursday:  9:30-1 1 :30  AM;  1 :00  to  5:00  PM;  and  6:30  to  9:00  PM.

Despite  great  cutbacks  to  the  State  Library  system,  the  Stratton  Free  Library  in 
West  Swanzey  continues  to  flourish.  In  August,  the  N.H.  State  Library  District  Of- 
fices were  closed,  and  with  this  the  supply  of  fiction  books  obtained  from  them  was 
ended.  Because  the  offices  were  closed,  the  books  housed  in  them  were  given  to 
libraries  throughout  the  state.  We  became  owners  of  more  than  five  hundred  of 
these  books,  both  fiction  and  non-fiction.  We  also  purchased  more  than  two  hun- 
dred books  during  the  year.  We  now  subscribe  to  a  variety  of  magazines,  including 
several  home  and  environment  improvement  types,  "Science  84,"  "Time,"  "Con- 
sumer Reports,"  "National  Geographic,"  and  the  children's  version  "World,"  as 
well  as  two  craft  magazines  and  several  free  subscriptions  from  such  countries  as 
Canada,  China,  and  South  Africa. 

Sixty  people  received  new  library  cards  this  year.  The  children  from  Swanzey 
Community  Kindergarten  had  a  weekly  story  time  and  book  checkout  until  the 
school  closed  in  June.  We  had  a  special  lending  program  with  the  Holbrook  Senior 
Citizens'  Home  and  also  provided  films  bi-weekly  for  their  enjoyment. 

During  the  summer  more  children  than  ever  participated  in  the  reading  pro- 
gram, which  included  a  bi-weekly  film  series  and  a  party  at  the  end  of  the  summer. 
Seventeen  children  received  free  books  for  reading  more  than  fifteen  books  during 
the  summer. 

To  help  celebrate  the  250th  Anniversary  of  Swanzey,  there  was  a  three  day  pic- 
ture and  memorabilia  display  at  the  library  from  the  collection  of  Eddie  Calkins.  We 
continue  to  have  new  monthly  displays  from  his  collection.  We  greatly  appreciate  his 
cooperation  and  generosity. 

We  had  a  Christmas  celebration  of  films,  crafts  and  stories  and  more  than 
twenty  children  attended. 

Although  we  do  not  have  a  Friends  of  the  Library  Group,  we  do  have  some 
special  people  who  are  most  certainly  "Friends"  who  make  being  a  librarian  easier 
and  more  pleasurable.  Mr.  Fred  Heath  was  one  such  person.  He  regularly  checked 
to  see  if  trash  needed  to  be  dumped  or  if  there  were  other  things  that  needed  to  be 
done.  I  understand  that  his  helpfulness  has  been  apparent  for  many  years.  We  miss 
his  presence  and  greatly  appreciate  his  years  of  volunteer  work  for  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  SWANZEY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

Swanzey  has  now  been  a  member  of  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Ser- 
vices, Inc.  for  two  years.  During  that  time,  all  patients  have  been  taken  care  of  and 
all  available  services  provided.  These  include  health  aid  provided  for  patients  unable 
to  do  some  things  for  themselves  that  are  not  of  a  medical  nature.  Physical  and  oc- 
cupational therapy  is  provided  for  patients  upon  recommendation  from  a  patient's 
doctor. 

Blood  pressure  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended  both  in  Swanzey  Center  at 
the  Town  Hall  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  and  at  Waterview  in  North 
Swanzey  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  month. 

The  service  "Meals  on  Wheels"  which  is  available  for  homebound  clients,  has 
been  well  used  this  past  year.  About  5,196  meals  were  delivered  to  client's  homes 
averaging  about  30  meals  a  day  in  Swanzey.  This  service  is  funded  partly  by  Title  3C 
(State  Council  on  Aging  Funds),  Title  20  funds  and  partly  by  donations  from  the 
clients  themselves. 

Hospice  is  also  available  for  patients  and  their  families  facing  traumatic  ill- 
nesses. For  more  information  regarding  this  and  all  other  services  call  352-4309 
Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Service,  Inc. 

The  present  balance  is  $5,254.13  in  our  treasury,  including  memorials  and  gifts 
to  the  Swanzey  Visiting  Nurse  Association.

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REPORT  OF  SWANZEY  ROAD  AGENT 

The  Swanzey  Highway  Department  resurfaced  several  roads  this  year.  400  tons 
of  hot  mix  were  laid  on  Marcy  Hill  while  150  tons  were  used  on  the  Matthews  Road, 
125  tons  on  the  Carlton  Road  and  125  tons  of  hot  mix  on  the  Cobble  Hill  Road.  The 
cost  of  hot  mix  alone  for  these  resurfacing  jobs  totaled  $19,825. 

Davis  Avenue  was  completely  rebuilt  as  was  a  section  of  the  Carlton  Road  and 
two  miles  of  road  on  Forest  Avenue.  Sand  and  liquid  asphalt  were  used  to  surface 
these  rebuilt  roads  with  the  cost  of  liquid  asphalt  alone  totaling  $13,000.00. 


The  Cresson  Covered  Bridge  was  closed  for  nearly  twelve  weeks  this  year  while 
Evroks  Corporation  of  Laconia,  N.H.  made  repairs  to  it.  The  old  decking  was 
removed  and  new  decking  and  stringers  were  laid.  The  abutments  were  repaired.  The 
total  cost  of  renovations  was  $68,180.97.

The  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  now  in  effect  requires  that  a  building  permit  be 
obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to  the  start  of  construction  of,  or  altera- 
tion to  any  building. 

Additionally,  as  a  result  of  the  passed  Swimming  Pool  Ordinance,  a  Building 
Permit  is  also  required  prior  to  the  start  of  construction  of  any  new  permanently  in- 
stalled swimming  pool. 

Plans  for  any  construction  involving  non-residential  use  or  multi  family  dwell- 
ing units  must  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and  approval  prior  by 
the  building  inspector  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  XVII  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

Development  of  any  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  prohibited  except  by 
special  exception  from  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  approval  by 
the  building  inspector  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  XVII  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

Copies  of  both  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  Swimming  Pool  Ordinance  may 
be  obtained  at  the  Town  Offices.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHWEST 
REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSIONERS 

Swanzey  is  a  member  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  which 
maintains  offices  in  Keene  and  provides  a  diversity  of  technical  assistance  and  serv- 
ice through  its  professional  staff.  The  Commission  has,  traditionally,  worked  with 
Planning  Boards,  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Boards  of  Adjustment  in  responding  to 
the  myriad  questions  and  concerns  relating  to  growth  and  development  in  its 
member  communities.  It  has  provided  professional  staff  assistance  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  master  plans,  zoning  ordinances,  subdivision  regulations,  site  plans  regula- 
tions and  review,  and  has  offered  interpretations  and  opinions  in  deciding  matters 
brought  before  these  various  agencies  and  boards.  Swanzey  has  called  upon  the  staff 
for  such  assistance  on  numerous  occasions. 

More  recently,  the  Commission  has  diversified  its  services  to  member  towns  in 
the  establishment  of  such  cost-effective  programs  as  cooperative  purchasing  which 
brings  together  the  purchasing  requirements  of  many  towns  in  order  to  have  a 
greater  impact  in  the  marketplace  and,  thus,  obtain  better  purchase  prices.  The 
Commission's  computer  capability  has  been  well  received  and  many  towns  have 
computerized  their  tax  and  utility  billings,  voter  checklists,  and  mailing  labels  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Commission. 

Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  has  assisted  Swanzey  in  filing  a  CDBG 
Feasibility  Grant  application  North  Swanzey.  This  project  will  allow  the  Town  to  ex- 
pand the  soon  to  be  constructed  North  Swanzey  Sewer  project  into  a  highly  con- 
gested, older  neighborhood  to  service  approximately  110  households.

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SWANZEY  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  Swanzey  Rescue  Squad  is  composed  of  trained  volunteers  from  the  Town 
of  Swanzey.  Training  for  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (EMT)  consists  of  110 
hours  of  classroom  instruction  plus  an  additional  10  hours  in  an  emergency  room. 
Members  with  advanced  first-aid  take  a  60-hour  advanced  first-aid  course  with  addi- 
tional instruction  in  automobile  extrication  and  oxygen  therapy.  In  addition, 
numerous  continuing  education  classes  and  demonstrations  are  held  throughout  the 
year.  All  members  are  certified  in  CPR. 

The  Rescue  Squad  is  actively  looking  for  new  members  and  is  willing  to  train 
anyone  interested  in  joining.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and  control 
program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half 
acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  prevention 
and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written  permit 
for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this 
written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  who 
does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit 
law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive 
a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  rain- 
ing. The  reason  for  this  is  two  fold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00 
a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries 
the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters 
are  not  readily  available  in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer 
and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!"
